Pennsyivaniams Say They Have

The rule of international law pre- 
scribes that the warship shall signal 
the merchantman to stop and that if 
the merchantman ignores the sum- 
mons a solid shot may be fired across 
the bows.

July 
17.——-Leo M. Frank, serving 
a life term sentence at the State

murder of Mary Phagan, 14-year- 
old factory girl, two years ago, in 
the National pencil factory, is in a 
critical condition at the hospital 
there. He was attacked from be- 
hind shortly after 11 o'clock to- 
night by William Green, fellow 
convict, serving a life sentence for 
a murder committed at his home 
in Columbus, Ga. Frank's left 
jugular ‘vein was severed. The 
windpipe and spinal cord were 
not cut. Doctors have been 
working on him for over an hour. 
jugular vein, and it was believed 
the operation is successful. Frank 
was conscious from the start, and 
while his condition is critical, the 
doctors say he has a chance to re- 
cover. |

ee his arrival there, after his commu- 


tation by Gov. Slaton. He has 
been employed to clean up rooms 
and to do other tasks of similar 
nature around the building. 

His assailant is 45 years old. 
He used a prison-made butcher 
knife which does service in kill- 
ing hogs. His assailant is now in 
the prison dungeon. 

Frank has not been on good 
terms with some of the prisoners, 
but the authorities did not believe 
he would be attacked. The 
prisoners at night have the liberty 
of the hall of a dormitory until 
9 o'clock, but are closely watched 
by guards. 

It is alleged that Green came up 
to Frank from behind and thrust 
a knife into his throat. Frank fell 
to the floor screaming with pain. 
Guards rushed up and removed 
him to the hospital and doctors 
began work on him, but he had 
lost a great deal of blood. 

Frank's assailant had seques- 
tered the butcher knife which had 
been used that morning for kcill- 
ing hogs. How he procured the 
knife is not known.

It will weaken 
toward the vanishing point any breed 
of men that ever undertakes it again. | 
Expressed in the language of the | 
schools, it is a backward step in evo-| 
lution. I have talked war with Brit-| 
ish officers and Hriti«h Tommies, with ; 
English ladies of fashion and with 
English housewives, with French Dep- 
uties and French cabmen, with French 
Greasmakers and French mondaines, 
and in ali minds alike I find the same 
idea fixed. What is to become of the 
French race and the British race— 
yes, and the German race—if this 
thing keeps up? 

All of which was a new, obscure. 
and perhaps rather discredited theo 
before the war. It was seldom put 
forward as an argument to prove the 
folly of warfare. Even Norman An- 

l in his peace classic, “The Great 

usion,” devotes only a page or so to 
this aspect of the subject, and he 

fites at this point rather hazily and 
such fashion as to show that he has 
not put his best thought to it. The, only 
man I know of who has stated the is- 
sue squarely is Chancellor David Starr 
Jordan of Stanford University, and 
Jordan has fried in vain, it seems to 
me, for a large hearing. 

In the year before the war Jordan 
lectured on his theories among the 
German universities. A Stanford grad- 
uate who heard him once told me 
last winter about his reception. The 
lectures did not “draw.” The students 
in the audience came through curios- 
ity. There was a discussion afterward. 
These youths, brought up on the “re- 
Hgion of valor,” could not subscribe 
to theories so bizarre. Afterward Jor- 
dan was remembered in that univer- 
sity as a harmless, though interesting, 
crank from America, the land of shal- 
low doctrine 

“PHILOSOPHER OF HELL.” 

Those apologists for war like Bern- 
hardi, the Philosopher of Hell, say that 

‘fs a “biological necessity,” that it is 

e “survival of the fittest.” that 
through it the human race improves. 
The exact reverse is true. Bernhardi 
and his fellows are professional sol- 
diers, arguing for the glory and pros- 
perity of their class. They are special 

like the liquor dealers, who 
maintain that free consumption of al- 
cohol is good for the race, or the cot- 
ton-mill owners, who hold that child 
labor is good for the body politic. And 
they begin with the fallacy of assum- 
fing that a race has the same rules of 
life as an individual—a trick of argu- 
ment which has slain its thousands of 
truths. Wild male animals of bellig- 
erent tendencies, they say, get out and 
fight and fight and fight. The weakest 
are killed; the strongest survive to 
propagate the race; and so the race 
improves. 

That might have been true; possibly 
it was true, of primitive times. Two 
tribes went out to war. All the men 

Joined in, weak and strong alike. It 
was hand-to-hand combat, with clubs 
or spears. In such fighting, of course, 
the weak and stupid went down, and 
the strong and clever survived. 

But from the moment when man 
invented bows and arrows and other 
weapons, which killed at a distance, 
alli that began to change. With the in- 
vention of gunpowder it changed stil! 
more: with the great improvement of 
artillery, it changed most of all. To- 
day a equad of French soldiers stands 
at & crossroads. In that squad is one 
fine young fellow, well brained and 
well muscled, capable of great things 
f his life be spared, capable also of 
being father to a strong generation. 
Beside him stands an undersized dolt, 
who has barely passed the medical ex- 
aminers. A German gunner five miles 
away gets the range from an sero- 

lane and drops a shell among these 

chmen, killing half of them. “A 
cannon.” as the Chinese Minister at 
Brussels gravely informed col- 
leagues, just before the German in- 
vasion, “has no eyes.” The young 
genius is just as likely to be killed 
as the dolt—no more, no less. There 
fe no “naturel selection” at the front 
nowadays. Or, if there is, it works 
the wrong way. I take it for granted 
that. in a general way, the bravest 
are the best, physically and spiritual- 
ly. Now, tn this war of machinery,

BEST GO TO FRONT TO DIE. 

So much when the army gets to the

The undersized, 
fhe undermuscied, the underbrained, 
the men twisted by hereditary deform- 
ity or devitalized by hereditary dis- 
ease—they remain at home to propa- 
gate the breed.

Now, this million. as I have tried to 
show, constitutes the real aristocracy 
of France the male side. They 
were just coming into the flower of 
their usefulness both to their cenera- 
tion and to the erming race. A famous 
horse trainer sald once: “Give us the 
human race to breed as we breed 
horses, and we would give you super- 
man in a century.” Were one pro- 
ceeding to carry out that cold-blooded 
process with the French he would se- 
lect from the whole French race the 
very million which will be under the 
soll or hopelessly crippled next 
summer. | 

The process must be almost exact- 
lv the same in Germany. She has a 
larger population, and therefore more 
men. But she has been fighting on 
two frontiers and has been bolstering 
up two weaker allies. Her losses must 
have been as heavy as France's in 
proportion to her ponulation—prob- 
ablv beavier. Your Bernhardl, driven 
into the corner with such facts as 
these, would probably answer that he 
was thinking in terms of rac®s; that 
in war the stronger races survive, the 
weaker perish: and the whole human 
breed profits thereby. By the stronger 
race Bernhardi, being a German, 
means the German race. 

That rule worked once, perhaps. 
When the European races were first 
building they met and conquered sev- 
eral inferior peoples.

Ine race: yet any reasonable pro-Ger- 
man muet admit that the margin of 
superiority is very small indeed. Grant 
also that Germany wins overwhelm- 
ingly and gains the “place in the sun.” 
No one is gotnge to win overwhelmine- 
ly in this war, but grant it. She would 
probably, could she measure it. find 
her stock reduced below the stand- 
ard of the “lowest.” the most “inferi- 
or’’ race of her enemies as that race 
stood before the war. The “lower,” 
the “inferior” races would go still fur- 
ther back: and we should find the 
blood of all Europe thinned, the physi- 
cal and mental standards of all Eu- 
rope lowered. As a matter of fact, 
that has already haprened, to a cer- 
tain extent, with the worst of this war, 
possibly, yet to come. It was only a 
vear or so before the war that Bern- 
hardi put forth his “biolocical-neces- 
sity,” his “survival of the fittest” non- 
sense. No man was ever 80 
or so thoroughly proved a fool. 


AS TO ENGLAND. 


T have omitted England frem this 
calculation. With England. which has 
not yet adopted conscription the case 
is different. Yet it works out toward 
the same end. Never before in. the 
world was there such « volunteer 
army as Rritain is raising now. The 
number of men from the Pritish Isles 
under arms and ready to fight is per- 
haps 2,500,000. And here, even more 
than in the conscript countries, the 
process is selective.

But doubtless thou- 
sands and thousands of Germans are 
at one with the French and the British 
in their perception of what this war 
is —- to their blood and to the 
whole European stock. In a nation 
so intelligent as Germany it could 
not be otherwise. : 

In an earlier letter I called atten- 
tion to the great, the unparalleled 
valor shown by the European peoples 
in this war, as a proof that nations, 
instead of growing “soft through 
peace,” grow hard through peace and 
soft through war. It seems ag though 
peace gave the race a chance to gather 
its forces, to strengthen the blood, 
pending another orgy of war. After 
all war spares the women—or has un- 
til recently—though if this war keeps 
on increasing in barbarity there is 
no telling whether the turn of the 
women if not coming. The women, 
who have no voice as yet in the coun- 
cils of war and peace, but who hate 
war with all their hearts—their strong 
master-biood repairs the race until 
it hag strength and valor enough for 
another war. And nations seem val- 
fant about in proportion as they have 
known peace. 

Here is another proof of the excep- 
tional, the unparalleled valor of these 
European soldiers who have grown up 
innocent until now of war. In the re- 
cent fighting about Ypres a full com- 
pany of the Guards missed or misun- 
derstood the order to fall back. The 
rest of the battalion, retiring before 
an insupportable German attack, 
heard the steady rifle fire of this com- 
pany and wondered why they stood 
their ground. The company never 
came back. A few hours later the, 
British charged and retook the posi- 
tion. They found the company dead 
to the lagt man; but about them were 
heaped the German dead. The last 
orders they had received were that 
they hold the position; and they held 
it regardless of the fact that they 
might honorably have surrendered to 
an enemy which had come on in over- 
whelming force.

Thaw spent the forenoon in his 
room and about noon he tried to take 
a stroll along the board walk. <A 
crowd soon followed him, and he 
sought relief in a public bath house, 
where he hired a bathing suit and 
took a plunge in the ocean under the

Grape Juice Syrup. 

{Youth's Companion:] The United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
recently found a way of making a 
highly concentrated grape syrup, use- 
ful both in cooking and in making 
“soft” drinks, The grape juice is first 
frozen solid, and then, after being 
broken into pieces the size of a wal- 
nut, is put into a centrifugal ma- 
chine, such as is used in sugar mak- 
ing to separate the molasses from the 
sugar. The rapid whirling of the 
Pieces of frozen grape juice in the 
centrifugal machine separates the

juice from the crystallized water and 
drives it into the receiving chamber. 
With the water it loses three-quarters 
of its bulk; that is, a gallon of grape 
juice makes a quart of concentrated 
grape syrup. Moreover, much of the 
acid of the grape juice, which is in 
the form of cream of tartar, is left 
behind in crystals in the ice. The 
concentrated syrup is sterilized by 
heating, so that it will keep indefi- 
nitely. Aside from its special flavor, 
the new grape syrup, on account of its 
reduced bulk, has the commercial ad- 
vantage of being cheaper to store, 
handie, and ship. The process should 
be of especial value in poor seasons, 
when the grapes fail to attain. their 
normal sweetness; for, since it auto- 
matically removee of the acid,

MERSEY REPORT 
"DISAPPOINTING. 


Finding Surprises ‘Americans 
in Lusitania Affair. 


Captain and Cunard Line 
Entirely Exonerated. 


Declares Germany Intended 
to Destroy Lives, — 


(BY ATLANTIC CARLE AND 
LONDON, July 17.—"Torpedoes 
fired by a submarine of German na- 


tionality” caused the loss of the! 


steamship Lusitania’ and its passen- 


gers, according to the findings of the 


court of inquiry appointed to investi- 
gate the disaster. 

The court held that no blame for 
the tragedy attached either to Capt. 


‘| Turner, commander of the vessel, or 


the Cunard line, the owners. 

“After having carefully inquired in- 
to the circumstances of the dikaster,”’ 
says the formal report of the court, 
“the court finds the loss of said ship 
and lives was due to damage caused 
the ship by torpedoes fired by a sub- 
marine of German nationality. 

“In the opinion of the court, the act 
was done not merely with the inten- 


tion of sinking the ship, but also with 

the intention of destroying the lives of 

the ‘people on board.” 
SALIENT FEATURES. 

Othér salient features of the re- 
port are that the lifeboat and life- 
beli facilities were adequate; that the 
demeanor of the crew was above all 
blame, and that the conduct of the 
passengers barring a. slight panic 
when the steerage passengers came on 
deck, war praiseworthy. 

The court also found that the ship 
was unarmed and that her cargo was 
a general one, the ammunition aboard 
consisting only of 5000 cases of car- 
tridges from which there was no ex- 
Plosion, 

A small gathering composed almost 
entirely of survivors of the Lusitania 
and their relatives listened to the 
reading of the findings by Baron Mer- 
sey. 

The report was a distinct disap- 
pointment to the American survivors, 
who expressed indignant surprise at 
the portion which exonerated Capt. 
Turner and the Cunard line from al! 
blame and commended the discipline 
of the crew. 

Several attorneys representing 
American clients listened closely to 
the reading of the judgment which 
may have a great effect on actions 
brought against the steamship com- 
pany. 

Among the spectators were Walter 


| Webb-Ware, representing the Vander- 


bilt family; Maj. F. Warren Pearl and 
Mrs. Pearl of New York, and F. B. 
Jenkins of Chicago, survivors; and 
William Crichton of New York, whose 
wife was lost. 
MAJ. PEARL’S OPINION. 
Before the reading began, Maj. 


|} Pearl expressed the opinion that the 


decision would sharply condemn the 
officers of the ship and of the Cunard 
line for negligence. 

“No doubt there were mishaps in 
handling the ropes of the boats,” Lori 
Mersey said, “but in my opinion there 
was no incompetence or neglect.” 

Baron Mersey found that Capt. Tur- 
ner was fully advised by the British 
Admiralty as to the best course to fol- 
low and added that in some respects 
he did not follow these out. The 
court pointed out, however, that the 
Admiralty instructions were not in- 
tended to prevent Capt. Turner from 
exercising his individual judgment, 
and that his failure to follow the Ad- 
miralty’s advice to the letter was no 
reason for blame. 

The reduction of the Lusitania’s 
speed from 24% to 21 knots still 
left. the vesse! faster than any other 
boat on the Atlantic, said Baron Mer- 
sey, and he found there was no rea- 
son to blame the Cunard company for 
this economy during war time. 

Relative to Admiralty instructions, 
the court said this phase of the in- 
quiry was in camera, and that it 
would be contrary to public interest to 
discuss it. 

FROM THE OPINION 

Lord Mersey in handing down the 
judgment said in part: 

“The captain of the ship, Mr. 
Thomas Turner, gave his evidence 
truthfully and well. I am quite satis- 


|fied that the two captains and the 


ofticers are competent men and that 
they did their duty. Capt. Turner re- 
mained on the bridge till he was swept 
into the sea,.and Capt. Anderson was 
working on deck until he went over- 
board and was drowned.” 

The court here praised Leslie M. 
Morton, a member of the crew who 
shipped at New York and was acting 

extra look-out man-at the time the 
Lusitania was torpedoed, saying:

Though knocked off his feet when 
a torpedo hit the Lusitania and later 
having to swim for his life, Lord Mer- 
sey said, the youth, alded by a mem- 
ber of the crew named Parry, righted 
a collapsible boat and was instrumen- 
tal In saving nearly a hundred lives. 

The court here analyzed the pas- 
senger list, giving the saved and loss 
by sex and by natiogality and com- 
menting on the lack of a general 
panic. He added: 

“Some passengers attempted to as- 
sist in launching the boats and in my 


jopinion they did more harm than

to impose any blame on them. They 
were all working for the best. 

“The cargo was a general cargo of 
the ordinary kind but a part consisted 
of cases of cartridges—about 56000. 
This ammunition was stored well for- 
ward on the upper and lower decks 
and about fifty yards away from where 
the torpedo struck the ship.” 

; CARRIED NO GUNS. 

Lord Mersey then reiterated that the 
Lusitania carried no masked guns nor 
troops. 

The warnings issued by Germany 
before the ship left, he found, only 
aggravated the crime of her sinking. 

Explaining the curtailment of boiler 
power, Lord Mersey said the Lusitania 
had made five successive trips in this 
fashion before the disaster and “in 
my opinion this reduction in the 
steamer’s speed was of no significance 
end was proper in the circumstances.’ 

Lord Mersey described at some 
leneth the events immediately pre- 
ceding the torpedoing of the vessel, 
giving her speed as 18 knots, and re- 
counted details regarding the posi- 
tion of the ship as testified by Capt. 
Turner, Continuing, he said: 

“The blow of the first torpedo broke 
No. 5 lifeboat to splinters. A second 
torpedo was fired almost immediately 
afterward, which also struck the ship 
on the starboard side. The two tor- 
pedoes struck the ship almost simul- 
taneously. Both of these were dis- 
e by a German submarine from 
a distance variously estimated at from 
200 to 500 yards. No warning of any 
kind was given.” 

Lord Mersey bitterly assailed the 
German government, saying the act 
was “a murderous attack because it 
was made with a deliberate and whol- 
ly unjustifiable intention of killing the 
people on beard.” 

Of the testimony of a second cab- 
in passenger, a witness describing 
himself as a French subject, who stat- 
ed that he had heard an explosion 
similar to the rattling of a Maxim 
gun, Lord Mersey said: . 

“T do not believe this gentleman. 
His demeanor was very unsatisfactory, 
and there was no confirmation of his 
story.” 

IN THE FNGINE-ROOM. 


Of what happened in the engine- 
room after the torpedo struck Lord 
Mersey said: 

“Orders given to the engine-room 
are difficujt to follow and there is an 
obvious fusion about them. It is 
not, however, important to consider 
them, for the engines were put out of 
commission almost at once by the in- 
rush of water. 

“Complaints were made by some 
witnesses about the manner in which 
the boats were launched and about 
their leaky condition. I do mot ques- 
tion the good faith of these witnesses, 
but I think their complaints were ill!- 
founded. There were doubtless some 
accidents In handling the ropes, but 
it is impossible to impute negligence 
or incompetence in connection with 
them. There is no satisfactory evi- 
dence that any of the boats leaked.” 

ADMIRALTY INSTRUCTIONS. 

Dwelling on the Instructions to 
Capt. Turner, Lord Mersey said: 

“It was abunda qty plain to me that 
the Admiralty had devoted most anx- 
ious thought and care to questions 
arising out of the submarine peril and 
that they had diligently collected all 
available information likely to affect 
the voyage of the Lusitania. I do not 
know the officials to whom these du- 
ties were entrusted. They deserve the 
highest praise. Capt. Turner was ad- 
vised as to the means, which, in the 
view of the Admiralty, were best cal- 
culated to avert the peril he was like- 
ly to encounter. 


“Tt is certain that in some respects 
Capt. Turner did not follow the ad- 
vice given him. It may be, though I 
seriously doubt it, that had he done 
so his ship would have reached Liver- 
pool in safety. But the question re- 
mains: Was his conduct that of a neg- 
ligent or an incompetent? The con- 
clusion I have arrived at is that blame 
should not be imputed to the cap- 
tain. 

“The advice given to him, although 
meant for his most serious and care- 
ful consideration, was not intended to 
deprive him of the right to exercise 
his skilled judgment in difficult ques- 
tions that might arise time after time 
in the navigation of ship. His omis- 
sion to follow this advice in all re- 
spects cannot fairly be attributed 
either to negligence or incompetency. 

“He exercised his judgment for the 
best and though others might have 
acted differently and perhaps more 
successfully, he ought not, in my opin- 
ion, to be blamed. The whole blame 
for the destruction of life in this 
catastrophe must rest solely on those 
who plotted and those who committed 
the crime.” 

The report will be presented to both 
houses of Parliament.

has been seen, is to keep the German 
fleet out of the open sea. If he fails 
in this, the chances of success will be 


all in the Kaiser’s favor. During every 
international crisis in recent years 
the British fleet has gone to its sta- 
tions in the north to prevent this 
dash for the sea, and any attempt of 
the German fleet to get out, during a 
period of strained relations, would 
have meant a battle, war or no war. 
Winston Churchill secretly mobilized 
the fleet last summer and sent it 
north two days before the Austrian 
ultimatum was sent to Servia. 

If these main facts be keptin mind, 
the British naval strategy will be per- 
fectly obvious; Jellicoe must concen- 
trate his strength so that he can op- 
pose a superior force to a German 
fleet attempting to break out of the 
North Sea at either end before the at- 
tempt can succeed; he mustalso keep 
his first-line ships, during the period 
safe from sub at- 


If Jellicoe, violating these princi- 
ples of strategy, waited off Heilgoland, 
blockading the enemy's sea coast, he 
would not only be exposed to subma- 
rine attack, but the German fleet 
would make a dash through his line 
at nigth, and, even if many ships 
were lost, would attain its primary ob- 
ject, the open sea, 

If Jellicoe tried to brave the sub- 
marines, the mines and the guns of 
Helgoland, and sail into the mouth of 
the Elbe in search of the German 
fleet, he and England with him would 
simply commit suicide. Every naval 
officer in the world know this, but 
the unthinking public in England still 
half expects such an attack. 

There have been two naval actions 
fought in the North Sea, known as the 
battle of the Bight of Helgoland and 
the battle of the Dogger Bank. In the 
formed the Germans lost two small 
cruisers and some destroyers; in the 
latter attack the cruiser Moltke went 
down, Both were fought by England's 
fying squedron, under Admiral Sir 
David Beatty. Beatty commands the 


Mary and Princess Royal, with an ap- 
propriate complement of light cruis- 
ers and destroyers. 

Beatty's squadron is not a part of 
the grand fleet. He is not even under 
Jellicoe’s orders, but operates under 
the direct control of the Admiralty. 
His present job is to patrol the Eng- 
lish coast with his powerful and fast 
cruisers, two of which can make 
thirty-three knots an hour, and pro- 
tect the coast against raids by Ger- 
man cruisers. He arrived just too late 
to catch the bombardment of Scar- 
borough; a month later he intercepted 
another raid and put the Germans to 
flight; since then there have been no 
more. But Beatty's strategic mission 
is not the prevention of raids. He is to 
Wait, 200 miles to the south of the 
grand fleet, until the Germans make 
the great break. When it comes, he 
is to keep in touch with the German 
fleet until it meets Jellicoe, a task he 
can accomplish because his cruisers 
are faster than the German ships of 
equal power. Beatty, for sinking the 
Moltke, is an idol in England, but 
his achevements so far are petty in- 


tery of the sea, a struggle none the less 
vital because not a shot has been fired 
between the opposing fleets. 

The south exit to the North Sea, 
formed by the English Channel, has 
been closed by a British mine field. 
There is a great net, stretching from 
Folkstone to Cape Gris Nez in France, 
which prevents the passage of sub- 
marines. This net would not stop sur- 
face craft, but the British think the 
mines and the flot:''.s of British sub- 
marines which operat: ‘'n these waters 
will prevent the German dreadnaughts 
from trying to get.out through the 
channel. and will sink them if they 
do try. It is recognized, however, that 
if the Germans tried the unexpected, 
some of the ships might escape, and 
this has been guarded against in the 
strategic disposition of Jellicoe’s ships 
in the north, as will be shown. 

The north exit, the one Von Tirpitz 
will probabily essay, is a passage 300 
miles wide, between Cape Duncansby, 
t northeast point of Scotland, and 
the coast of Norway. This must be, 
for England's safety, securely blocked. 

Jellicoe, to do this, has made his 
main base the Firth of Cromarty. This 
body of water, an ideal naval base un- 
der modern conditions, opens out of 
the Firth of Moray, on the north coast 
of Scotiand. Long before the war, a 
strategic railway was built from In- 
verness, winding around until it comes 
to Cromarty Firth, and following the 
north shore of the firth. The firth is 
nineteen miles long and averages a 
mile in width, but it is near the 
mouth that the great ships ride at 
anchor, where the depth is ten fath- 
oms, and the width, from the Bay of 
Nigg on the north shore, to Cromarty 
Bay on the south, is five miles. The 
protection against submarines is abso- 
lute. The entrance to the firth is slight- 
ly less than a mile wide, and at either 
side stand two giant rocks, the north- 
ern 400 feet high, and the southern 
463 feet, called the “Sutors, which 
in native dialect ts derived from their 
fancied resemblance’ to shoemakers 
bending over their lasts. Across this 
entrance, between the two rocks, is 
hung a great boom which reaches 
to the bottom, a part of which is 
swung aside whenever a British ship 
enters or leaves. German “unter see 
boots” are positively not admitted. 
As many as sixty-three ships of war 
have gathered in this firth at one 
time. 

It would be an easy matter for a 
fleet based on Cromarty to head off 
a German fleet seeking to escape from 
the Baltic through the Skagerak, or 
through the North sea from the Hel- 
goland region. Only efficient scout- 
ing is required to make surprise im- 
possible, and the English scout ships 
are always on duty, day and night, 
winter and summer, patrolling the 
North sea. Warned by wireless by 
fleeing light cruisers and destroyers 
that the German big fellows are out 
and coming North, the Grand Fleet 
will be drawn up for battle in the) 
lane of the German flight long be- 
fore the Teutons, probably harassed 
by Beatty’s fleet battle cruisers, can 
get clear along the Western coast of 
Norway, their most probable route to 
the open sea. 

There is another large base among 
the Orkneys, a group of sixty-seven 
islands North of Scotland, where the 
older battleships and scout cruisers 
repair.

One high administration official ex- 
pressed the opinion tonight that the 
President's next note and the course 
decided on in connection with It must 
take full cognizance of the significance 
of the attack on the Orduna and must 
include a decision regarding what will 
follow tn case the lives of more Ameri- 
cans are destroyed by German sub- 
marines. 

It has been taken for granted here 
that the next note will be the last to 
be addressed by the United States to 
Germany in at least this stage of the 
submarine correspondence.

TORTURE STORY 
FLATLY DENIED. 


Governor Cantu Replies to 
Two ea-Prisoners, 


Says Americans Were Given 
Ordinary Treatment. 


Full Investigation of 


Invites 
| Their Case. 


Gov. Cantu of the Northern District 
of Lower California replied yesterday 
to charges made by Charles Hoy of 
San Diego and William O’Brien of 
Mexicali, absolutely denying sensa- 
tional things they said of their re- 
cent imprisonment at Mexicali. Theit 
charges were contained in affidavits 
which they gave out Friday to various 
newspapers, including The Times. The 


reports were unreasonable on their 
face, but were published by some 
newspapers, even though Col. Cantu’s 
side of the matter had not been in- 
vestigated and could not, therefore, 
be given. 

The men declared they were tor- 
tured while in jail in the Mexican 
town, that they were held for ran- 
som, and that a large sum of money 
was paid, prior to their release from 
custody. They were arrested for the 
alleged murder of Charles Gale. 

Gov. Cantu’s statement of the case, 
constructed from what he related 
through an interpreter, is as follows: 

After receiving the report of de- 
tectives who had investigated the 
Gale case, I ordered the arrest of Hoy 
and O’Brien. Not only did we believe 
them implicated in the murder of 
Gale, but we had information that 
pointed to them as conspiring to kill 
myself and three other officials. Hoy 
had offered $500 as the reward for 
an automobile man who was to car- 
ry them out of the country. Who was 
behind the plot we do not know. Hoy 
and O’Brier were kept in ordinary 
cells and were not subjected to any 
torture. His charge is not only un- 
founded but foolish. My acts are 
known to the police officials of the 
American side and the American peo- 
ple of the valley will know how 
ridiculous this charge ia. 

These men have no standing. When 
the American Consu! from Ensenada 
was here he investigated their rec- 
ord and the merits of our case and 
was so shocked that they should 
complain to Washington that he would 
not speak to them. The men were 
given a fair tria] but were found not 
guilty. They paid us no money, how- 
ever. Their character was so bad that 
I gave them twenty-four hours to 


leave my territory. 


If Hoy has property tn Tijuana it 
has not and will not be confiscated.

One in Silesia Over a Mile Deen, 
and Another in Pennsylvania that 
May go Even Deeper. 
{Cincinnati Enquirer:] The deep- 
est well’ in the world is in Upper 
Silesia, in the German empire. It is 
a diamond-drill hole in a coal fleld and 
is 7350 feet deep.

ENGLAND NEEDS GERMAN GLASS. 


Has Been Used in Miners’ Safety 

Tamps, and Without it, Lives of 

the Men Are Endangered. | 

[Revue Scientifique, Paris:] The 
English mines are now lacking in the 
high-resistance glass with which 
safety lamps are provided. Formerly 
these were imported from Germany 


and Austria, where the flourishing glass 
industry was able to furnish a supply 
of the first quality. Of course, this 
importation is now impossible and 
there is an active search in Great 
Britain for the means of supplying its 
place within that country itself. 

It seems that up to the present 
time only one English concern has 
succeeded in turning out giass that 
can stand the severe tests imposed by 
the government. So it is possible that 
the stock of foreign glass that wil! 
satisfy the demand, may be exhausted 
before a sufficient quantity can be 
made in the United Kingdom. The 
authorities are in an embarrassing 
situation; elther they must relax the 
severity of their tests, despite the fact 
that the strength of the glass is an 
important factor In the safety of the 
miners, or part of the colleries must 
shut down. 

Of course, for the time being. the 
former course has been adopted, and 
the Home Secretary has made a deci- 
sion authorizing the provisional use, 
for safety lamps, of glass that has 
not passed the usual tests. It is to be 
considered sufficient that the lamps 
have been made in accordance with 
the general specifications regarding 
dimensions, etc. 

Manifestly, for the time being, the 
mines will be less safe, for constder- 
able research will be necessary before 
protective glass can be obtained of 
such strength as that made in Ger- 
many or Austria,

A LESSON FROM GERMANY. 


She Developed Her Water 

und Used i to Obtain Nitrates fr 

the Air. 

[Leslie's Weekly:] If Germany had 
not developed her water power, with 
a view to obtaining nitrates from the 
air, the European war would be over 
today and Germany would be a 
wrecked nation. Three very large fac- 
tori-:, operated economically by water 
power, are now turning out sufficient 
nitrates for the manufacture of il] the 
explosives needed by Germany to carry 
on the war. If Germany had not devel- 
' oped her water power. she would have 
been dependent on the supply of ni- 
trogen obtainable from the deposits 
of sodium nitrate in Chile. This supply 
has been cut off from Germany by the 
blockade established by Great Britain. 

More and more, the wars of mod- 
ern times are found to depend on the 
supply of ammunition. If the United 
States had to go to war today, she 
would find herself in an uncomfortable 
position, owing to the fact that there 
are no nitrate factories in the United 
States, The nearest one is in Canada. 

Nitrogen is the necessary basis of 
all explosives. Wp to a few years go 
the United States had no reserve sup- 
ply. A statement of the gravity of the 
situation was made to the military 
committees of the House and Senate 
by Gen. Crozier. So alarming was thie 
statement that it has always been 
kept confidential, It resuletd in provi- 
sion being made for the erection of 
storehouses and the accumulation of a 
supply of sodium nitrate from Chile. 
The ultimate intention is to secure a 
store of 65,000,900 pounds. The pres- 
ent accumulation is abou 50,000,000 
pounds. The army and navy use about 
7,000,000 pounds of sodium nitrate 
annually in. target practice, saluting, 
etc. On a war basis, our present re- 
serve of nitrogen would last only a 
few months. | 

In the year 1918 nitrogen compounds 
to the value of $42,000,000 were im- 
ported into this country All could have 
been produced here under a rational 
water-power policy. The nitrogen man- 
ufacturing industry of Europe repre- 
sents an egate investment of 
$300,000.000. The industry employs 
50.000 people. The value of the prod- 
ucts last year was $220,000,000. Ni- 
trogen plants are located in the fol- 
lowing countries: Germany, 3; Nor- 
way, 3: Sweden, 2; Switzerland, 1; 
France, 1; Italy, 3; Austria, 1; Japan, 
1; Canada, 2% 

A great nitrogen industry represent- 
ing an expenditure of $39,000,000 was 
arranged and financed and made ready 


for development during the winter of 
1914-15. The great plant was to be lo- 
cated in this country, and it would 
have been of sufficient capacity to 
make this country independent of for- 
eign nations. for explosives. When the 
Sixty-third Congress expired without’ 
enacting water-power legislation, al!

We 
hear much of the value of suggestion 
nowadays in treating a wide variety 
of maladies, After reading the re- 
port of one of our most noted inves- 
tigators, Dr. Benedict, on work done 
in collaboration with Paul Roth in 
studying the effect of a vegetarian 
diet upon the human system, one 
wonders if, after all, it is not the idea 
as much as the diet that is efficacious 
in bringing about good health. 

In at least two instances it has been 
proved by these investigators that the 
arguments made by vegetarians for 
their particular brand of diet are fal- 
lacious. It is claimed by vegetarians 
that a diet containing an appreciable 


amount of protein ove ulates the 
process of digestion assimila- 
tion. 


According to the writers, the best 
method for testing this, and one 
which is considered very satisfactory,

tARS ATTACK 
AT MEXICALI. 


Cob, CANTU READY IF FORCES 
SHOULD APPROACH. 


Events Said to be Moving Toward 
Political Crisis in Lower California. 
Charges Made that Carranza Ad- 
herents are Conspiring on the 
American Side. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 

CALEXICO, July 17.—That events 
are fast moving toward a political 
crisis in Lower California was indi- 
cated today by developments on both 
sides of the border. Out of the mass 
of rumor the following facts stand 
out: That Col. Esteban Cantu, Gover- 
nor of Northern Lower California, has 
officially informed the Department of 
State that Carranza adherents are 
conspiring in secret meetings in val- 
fey towns to overthrow him. 

That the Federal government has 


taken cognizance of the situation and 
through the Department of Justice 
has learned that at least two cases of 
30-caliber rifles have been secreted in 
a cache, east of Calexico. 

That the Federal investigators have 
uncovered information which will 
probably lead /to the arrest of several 
men for violating the neutrality of the 
United States. That the Carranza 
government haa established a consul- 
ate on Third street which has been the 
acene of much activity of late and that 
Consol Paredes in denying that a 
Carranza attack on Mexicali is immi- 
nent, did so by saying there would be 
no attack “not for some time.” 

CANTU'S STATEMENT 


That Gov. Cantu by his own state- 
ment is prepared for attack. That the 
fears of Mexical officials of a Carranza 
cabal has led to the arrest of several 
Americans as spies. That an Ameri- 
can customs broker has been forced 
out of business because, according to 
Gov. Cantu himself, he was closely 
connected with the Carranzista junta. 
That the Federal agents in the course 
of their investigations came upon the 
trail of Gen. Ruiz and his sons, Marino 
and Manuel, who were here, one offi- 
cial said, as the lécal agent of the 
Huerta conspiracy which was nipped 
in the bud. 

Embroidering these facts are a 
wealth of rumors which have had the 
currency of the street, not only in 
Mexicali and Calexico, but in some of 
the valley towns to the North. One 
persistent report is that Rudolpho Gal- 
lego, Lieut.-Col. of the Carranza 
army, is secretly here. He is the 
man who in 1911 marched upon Mexi- 
cali and captured it without having 
fired a single shot. He owns a ranch 
to the east which extends on both 
sides of the border and the spot which 
the government men who have been 
working under special agent Blanford 
of Los Angeles is “near” the Gallegos 
place. A watch is set over the cache. 

MEXICANS INCREASING. 

Connected with Gallegos’s name are 

reports that the Mexican population 


of each of the valley towns has been 
swelled measurably within the week 
and that these same Mexicans are re- 
fusing work in the fields. The appre- 
hensions of the Mexicali officials have 
worked to the disadvantage of W. I. 
McCoy, a customs broker. He says 
that although his license fee of $45 
for the next six months was accept- 


prepared by him are not recognized. 
He charges that Gov. Cantu is freez- 
ing him out to favor another brother. 
“Mr. McCoy has been active with 
the enemies of the government and 
therefore is persona non grata,” said 
Gov. Cantu today. The broker tele- 
graphed his plight to the State De- 
partment and Secretary Lansing today 
sent a wire asking whether McCoy 
was an American citizen and for oth- 
er information. Recently three Calex- 
ico men were arrested as Carranza 
spies and held until identification 
could be made. A short time before, 
Mike Hollander and Howard Shores, 
each at the head of a clothing store 
at Brawley, were arrested, marched 
under armed guard and held over- 
night on the expressed suspicion of 
the officers that they were Carranzista 
agents, according to Mr. Hollander. 


GOV. CANTU’S. BELIEF. 


Gov. Cantu said today: “Carranza 
supporters are meeting quietly in 
Brawley, Holtville, El Centro and Ca- 
lexico. From what information comes 
to me, they are threatening to attack 
me. But I do not believe they will. 
While I cannot, as @ military man. 
give the strength of my garrison, I 
have plenty of men and am ready for 
them should they once cross the line. 
I informed the United States govern- 
ment of the conspiracy and of the 
munition supply, but I do not yet 
know the result.” 

Consul redes of the Carranza 
agency decigred emphatically that no 
meetings of his faction were being 
held, that no mobilizing was being 
done, and stated that Lieut.-Col. Gal- 
leges, as far as he knew, was in 
Aguascalientes. “When the attack is 
made the soldiers will not come from 
the American side,”” he said. “It is 
probable that there will be no fight at 
all. We'might only ask Cantu to 
leave. Much depends upon Cantu, 
but Cantu must go because he cannot 
become a Carranzista.”

STOLEN MONEY > 
HIS REWARD. 


Texan Outwits Officers and 
Gets Loot from Cache. 


Bln in Prince 
but Keeps His Secret. 


Finally Eludes Detectives 
and Disappears. 


(SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE, } 
SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) July pi 
Charles Beeler is reported to ‘have 
finally outwitted the detectives of 
Wells-Fargo & Co., and to have ob- 
tained possession of the $50,000 which 
he stole from a safe of that concern 
seventeen years ago. Beeler mysteri- 
ously dropped out of sight a few 
months ago, after he had been under 
the constant surveillance and esplon- 
age of detectives in the employ of the 


express company ever since he came 
out of prison, more than twelve years 
ago. It is said that evidence has been 
obtained which shows that he was the 
final victor in the remarkable game of 
waiting that was played by him and 
the detectives of Wells-Fargo & Co. 
for so many years, and that he took 
from its secret hiding place the snug 
sum of $50,000 before he departed 
for parts unknown, 
WAS TRUSTED EMPLOYEE. 


The Beeler case is one of the most 
remarkable in the criminal annals of 
Texas. For many years Beeler was a 
trusted employee of Wells-Fargo & 
Co. in San Antonio. He was driver 
of one of the company’s delivery 
wagons and received a salary of $40 
per month. Although Beeler was 
often called upon to transport in his 
wagon express safes containing large 
sums of money to and from the rail- 
road depots he was never required to 
give bond. He was trusted implicity 
by the men to whom he was directly 
responsible for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties. Beeler had a wife 
and children. The cost of living for 
his little brood was mounting up year 
by year. He asked for an increase of 
salary. It was refused. It was then 
that the plan for robbing the com- 
pany entered his head. That he must 
}have thought out carefully all of the 
details of the daring project before 
he carried the plan into execution is 
evident from the success that he made 
of the venture. 
BIG SUM IN SAFE. 


One day in the late fall of 1898 the 
cashier of the local office of Wells 
Fargo & Co. informed Beeler that the 
safe which his wagon was to carry to 
the Southern Pacific station late that 
evening would confain $50,000 and 
that he must exercise special care in 
guarding the treasure. Dusk was 
gathering when Beeler drove off from. 
the office that evening with the safe 
and its fortune in the wagon. He 
traveled a few blocks in the direction 
of the depot and then turned into a 
by-street, which he followed until he 
reached the outskirts of town. He 
turned the horse into a thick grove of 
mesquite trees and there unhitched it 
from the wagon; he opened the safe 
and put the bills of large denomina- 
tions into his pockets. There was also 
a sack or two of gold which he took 
along. Mounting the horse, he 
headed south. 

It was not until next morning that 
the robbery was discovered. It was 
late in the evening before the aban- 
doned express wagon was found. By 
that time Beeler had a good twenty- 


law. His trail was comparatively easy 
to follow, however, and the posse of 
local peace officers and company de- 
tectives soon found that the fugitive 
was making a direct break for Mexico. 
Direct trace was obtained of him at a 
cow camp fifty miles south of here, 
where he had stopped to obtain food 
supplies. Beeler abandoned the ex- 
hausted horse a short distance this 
side of the Rio Grande and from there 
on his trafl could not be followed. A 
watch was set for him, however, at 
all crossing points on the river and 
at railway stations in Mexico. The 
border country was overrun with de- 
tectives looking for the fugitfve. 
FOUND IN MEXICO. 


High officials of the express com- 
pany took up the matter of Beeler’s 
capture with the Governor of the 
State of Nuevo Leon, and that func- 
tionary directed the local authorities 
throughout the state to keep an eye 
out for the robber. It was two or 
three weeks after Beeler’s disappear- 
ance that goat herders in one of the 
mountain districts of Nuevo Leon 
found a ragged and half-starved 
American living in a cove. They took 
him into camp and fed him. The 
word of the strange man’s presence in 
the out-of-the-way community reached 
‘the ears of the commander of the 
detachment of rurales which was 
stationed there and he made an in-

Beeler was in jail here, preceding trial 
for the robbery, he was put through 
all phases of the third degree in an 
effort on the part of the representa- 
tives of the express company to make 
him tell where he had hidden the 
$50,000. He came through the ordeal 
without a whimper. Not a word was 
obtained from him as to where he 
had secreted the money.

How 
he managed finally to escape the vigil- 
ence of the express company detectives 
is not known. It is believed, however, 
that he has finally come into posses- 
sion of the $50,000 which he secreted 
seventeen years ago.

IN TRAFFIC. 
Railroad Figures for June Show 


Enormous Increase Over 
‘Last Year. 


Routings into California dur- 
ing June from transcontinental 
territory showed an increase of 
165 per cent. compared with 
the same month of last year, 
according to a statement issued 
yesterday by District Passenger 
Agent McGinnis of the Southern 
Pacific. Mr. McGinnis _ esti- 
mates that 90 per cent. of all 
passengers were routed at least 
one way via Los Angeles. 

The figures for last month 
show 49,000 passengers handled 
by the Southern Pacific into 
California through the Paso, 
Ogden, and Portland gateway. 
This includes only passengers 
handled from territory east of 
the Rocky Mountains. Dur-. 
ing June, 1914, the handling 
through the same gateway was 
19,000. .

Already 
talk of conscription is at white heat; mar- 
tial law reigns in a thin disguise through- 
out the country; and to observe England 
now is to watch the birth of a drastic and 
far-reaching ,militarism, designed to excel 
the most strenuous German brand. Ene; 
land is clamoring for militarism; clamoring 
for the thing she is out to crush. Far from 
crushing militarism, she is about to install 
the most positive and far-reaching militar- 
ism the world has ever known, al] that Ger- 
many had attained and all that the lessons 
of the war have taught her. - 

If she was fighting agaigst the increase 
of armaments she has failed lamentably. 
After this armaments will be the be-all] and 
end-all of a government’s duty. And the 
safety of small nations and their right to 
existence will be a pretty fairy tale of the 
long ago. ; 

If Germany was too ambitious, if Ger 
many coveted world dominance, if the brave 
and splendid German army was designed 
to maintain and increase German great- 
ness, how far has Germany succeeded? It 
has performed wonderful feats of arms that 
will live in history, but what has it gained, 
what has it maintained? Germany has lost 
her colonies, lost her overseas trade, lost 
much love and respect in the world that 
was hers, lost her ally, Italy. 
military victories have been empty victo- 
ries; her political losses have far offset 
them. 

Russia, too, what has she gained? If she 
meant to protect the Slav world she has 
failed. She has not protected the Slavs; 
she has barely succeeded in protecting her- 
self. She is daily losing all that she had 
gained, plus millions of her manhood, much 
of her pride. ; 

And France, her good friend, France, 
whose entry into the war was that of sym- 
pathetic adherent? She is paying dearly 
for her friendship, fighting blindly, miser- 
ably now to regain her own lost territory, 
recover her own status quo. 

Whatever the nations were fighting for, 
deep down in their hearts, over and beyond 
their proclaimed ideals, they have failed. 
They have all failed bit Japan. And they 
are all recognizing that they must compro- 
mise with their ideals, compromise with 
Fate. If they go on fighting now they know 
that they must lose still more, loss, loss, 
Joss, with never a hope of gaining a tithe 
of their original ambitions. They proudly 
deciare that they. will not accept peace un- 
til such and such has been won, both sides 
have their irreducible minimum of success 
upon which they will be satisfied to make 
peace. But one observes that the irreduci- 
ble minimum grows beautifully less as the 
weeks go by. Like the college boy with an 
implacable determination to become Presi- 
dent, they will be grateful enough for a 
country postmastership at no distant date. 

None of the nations were the big giants 
they thought they were. They have all had 
to eat their boasts—a bitter pill. Japan 
alone is immune from the medicine, for she 
only undertook a little job, well within her 
ability, and made no large brag. ( 

And as Japan is the one unqualified vic- 
tor, Belgium ig the one unqualified martyr. 
But all the peace propossls include the 
restoration of Belgium. Even Germany con- 
cedes this, as there would be small satis- 
faction in compelling so bitter and revenge- 
ful a population to serve under her yoke. 

A harvest of bitterness and defeat is all 
that the war has brought forth. You can- 
not sow shrapnel and reap love and pros- 
perity. Europe is realizing this poignantly. 
sadly. No one can believe the war will 
last three years, the lesson has been too re- 
pellant, the tears too scalding. It will, it 
must end soon, before another dreadful

We all have to compromise with life: 
never a one of us that has not had to mod- 
ify his demands of Fate.

TO PAUD, 

The showing made by Mr. Asquith 
upon which he asked the. people of Great 
Britain to subscribe to the last war loan is 
that the sum of $15,000,000 per day is re- 
quired for war and other expenditures, 
while the daily revenue from taxation is 
but $3,750,000. 

No limit was placed by Mr. Asquith to 
the amount necessary to be raised, but, as’ 
Great Britain must finance for her allies, as | 
well ag provide for her own direct expen- 
diture, at least $5,000,000,000 must be raised 
now. 2 

Mr. Asquith, in his speech at the Guildhall, 
urged on his hearers to initiate a concerted ° 


national movement of what he called “na- | 


tional war economy.” “Waste on the part 
of either individuals or classes,” he said, 
“is always foolish, but in these times noth- 
ing short of a national danger.” 

Mr. Asquith advocated the diminishing of 
expenditures and the increase of savings 
by the people. “There is something even 
larger and wider,” he said, “in this great 
testing trial of our people. It is not merely 
the question of self-preservation, of safe- 
guarding against hostile design and attack 
the fabric of our corporate and national 
life which has withstood so many storms. 
We have been been entrusted with the 
guardianship of interests and ideals which 
concern the whole future of the sum of hu- 
manity.” 

Three-fourths of the vast sum called for 
by Great Britain was subscribed within a 
few days and by this time the whole’ of 
the last war loan has doubtless been taken. 
But the loan does not rest heavily upon 
the people because, with the exception of 
the comparatively smal! portion of it sent 
to the United States for arms and muni- 
tions, the money is paid to the people of the 
United Kingdom for services and supplies. 
The people borrow from themselves. The 
money goes out of one set of pockets into 
another set of pockets, but it does not go 
out of the country.

TOO MANY DIPLOMATIC NOTES.

ERMAN Note Amazes Washinzton,” 
is the amazing headline in a lead- 
ing newspaper. “Washington” must 
have a rare capacity for being amazed, for 
it is really the expected, the obvious, the 
inevitable that has happened. 
No one in his sense, at least no one who 
knows anything of national psychology or 
of the German attitude towards war, ex- 
pected anything else. There has been no 
reason—not the slightest—to anticipate that 
the Imperial government would abandon or 
seriously modify its submarine warfare, still 
less that it would disavow the destruction 
of the Lusitania or express contrition for 
the act. It was like the rape of Belgium, a 
deliberate operation of war, calculated to 
strike terror and thus to create an impres- 
sion of the “frightfulness” with which Ger- 
many wages war. ? 
To say that the German reply is unsat- 
It is, in fact, 
preposterous. For us to recognize the claim 
that the British “war of starvation” on Ger- 
many is a justification for Germany’s war 
on us would be to admit that all neutral 
hts disappear in a war of reprisal, and 
‘that the freedom of the seas, in whose sa- 
cred name the destruction of the Lusitania 
was committed, is in time of war an empty 
phrase. 
On the other hand, to call the German 
note “insolent,” “hypocritical,” “flippant.” 
to speak of the proposals as “mere verbal 
fencing,” is silly. There is no reason to 
doubt the good faith of the proposals or 
the sincere desire of the German govern- 
ment to arrive at a satisfactory solution of 
the difference with this country. . However 
grotesque it may seem to us, the German 
government and people do honestly regard 
themselves as the particular champions of 
humanity and of the of the seas 


| against the barbarity and the arrogant pre- 


tensions of Great Britain. 
What, then, are we to do about it? Send

summarily cut off diplomatic relations or 
do any other desperate thing. However the 
heathen may rage, *s friendly and 
conciliatory attitude puts that out of the 
question. Outside of a few newspaper of- 
fices there is not the slightest sign of war- 
like feeling on the part of the American 
people. 

What we want is to put a stop to this 
battledore and shuttlecock game of exchang- 
ing notes that get us nowhere, and to see 
emerge somewhere some practical proposal 
for putting an end to the controversy with- 
out sacrificing the essential] rights involved, 
As a lead in this direction we ought to wel- 
come the German proposals — un 
as they are. They make it possible for our 
government, without loss of dignity, to sub- 
mit counter-proposals, and it is fervently 


yto be hoped that the President will seize the 


opportunity and not content himself with 
batting the bal] back, perhaps a little harder 
than before. 

Clearly what the occasion demands is a 
proposal to Germany that a conference of 
the powers be called at once to meet In 
Washington for the purpose of considering 
the relation of neutral and belligerent rights 
and of settling the conditions of maritime 
and especially of submarine warfare in the 
future conduct of the war. It is neither 
right nor expedient that Germany and the 
United States should undertake to settle 
matters of such grave and general interna- 
tional concern by and between,themselves 
only. The allies, on the one side, and the 
other neutral powers, on the other, have an 
equal right to be heard in any settlement 
that may be undertaken. 

And in the meantime, pending such a set- 
tlement, our government might well make 
one concession—that of recognizing the fact 
(for it is a fact) that a belligerent ship em- 
ployed in transporting munitions of war for 
the use of its armies is, to all intents and 

, @ngaged in a military operation 
and should not carry neutrals or other non- 
combatants as passengers. And if Germany 
should be asked for the same period to 
modify her submarine warfare by observing 
the ordinary rules of international law as 
to all other ships, whether belligerent or 
neutral, it Is not unreasonable to expect 
that she would do so. But, whether it suc- 
ceeds or fails, such a proposal is at least 
in the line of constructive statesmanship 
and opens a way of escape from the present 
deadlock.

CELESTIALS TO 
OPERATE MINE. 


Would Earn Profits Where 
White Man Failed. 


New Yorkers are After the 
Kenosha Property. 


Lively Demand for Zine is 
Felt in North. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

GRASS VALLEY, July 16.—~The 
picturesque Chinese miner, king of the 
placer-gold searchers, is once more to 
appear at the famous You Bet mines, 
a few miles ‘below this city. The You 
Bet Mining Company has sub-leased 
its extensive holdings to a Chinese 
company, and arrangements are being 
made to place seventy-five Orientals at 
work. Drift mining wil) be carried on 
and the Celestials are expected to earn 
large profits where white labor has 
failed. 

The You Bet Mining Company is 
controlled by George Wight and asso- 
clates, together with the Banning in- 
terests, all of Los Anhgeles. Several 
payments have been made on the prop- 
erty, and the balance is due within 
the fiscal vear. 

The company has installed much 
new equipment, and is in a position 
to operate extensively with hydraulic 
monitors during the rainy season. In 
the summer months this method of 
mining is prevented by the low water 
supply, and the Chinese leasers are ex- 
pected to return the owning com- 
pany satisfactory royalties while the 
giants are idle. 

Repairs to the Providence shaft of 
the Champion mine, at Nevada City, 
are being rapidly concluded, and en- 
larging and sinking of the working 
is about to start. A powerful hoist 
and pumping plant are to be operated, 
and the shaft will form the main 
working avenue of the property. | 
Extensive developments are pro- 
ceeding, and the company is producing 
in. the neighborhood of $25,000 per 
month. In the past vear in excess of 
$300,000 was expended on equipment, 
repairs and underground development. 
The property is owned by the North 
Star Mines Company. 

Negotiations are proceeding for the 
sale of the Kenosha mine, below Grass 
Valley, to New York capitalists, ac. 
cording to manager George W. Root. 
An examination of the ground has 
been made, and arrangements started 
for an early resumption of activities 
The mine has been developed to a 
depth of 650 feet, and good ore was 
exposed in the lower workings when 
friction among leading stockholders 
forced suspension of operations. The 
mine is equipped with a good plant, 
and has yielded considerable rich ore. 
Work has been resumed at the 
Columbia Consolidated of 
quartz claims, near Washington, by 
FE. C. Kliinker and associates of Los 
Angeles and Nevada City. The mine 
was recently the scene of a serious 
accident, in which three men lost their 
lives, and has lain idle ever since. The 
company has opened a large reserve 
of good-grade ore and is planning the 
installation of new equipment, pre- 
liminary to starting a heavy output. 
The Hermine Operating Company, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., has resumed opera- 
tions at its Barton mine, near West- 
ville, Good mill ore has been devel- 
oped in the Barton and Cairns veins, 
and a cross ledge containing high- 
grade mill ore was recently opened.

The War in Europe has Naturally 
Reduced the Character of Indus- 
trial Products. 
{New York Sun:] When hostilities 
in Europe began early in August the 
most able-bodied men were called to 
the colors, and with nearly every fam- 
ily affected it is readily comprehensi- 
ble that, industrial conditions in the 
warring countries underwent a con- 
siderable change. This condition was 
caused by a combination of circum- 
stances, due in part to the shortage 
of labor and partiy due to the tem- 
porary financial unheaval and, above 
all, to the fact that the minds of the 
diverted from the pur- 
suit of the peaceful arts and crafts. 
After the panicky condition of the 
first few weeks a period of readjust- 
ment in the warring countries fol- 
lowed. Millis again began to work, 
though to a large extent with a great- 
ly decreased number of hands. While 
the production of the European coun- 
tries became considerably less than 
in a normal year its effect on the 
United States was not in proportien 
to this decrease, as the European con- 
sumption became unusually small, 
and, contrary to expectation, a good- 
ly quantity of merchandise came to 
America for some time. : 
As regards the lace trade, mer- 
chandise has been coming in fairly 
well, except from markets occupied 
by hostile armies. Germany and Aus- 
tria have practically ceased sending 
anything, owing to the embargo 
Placed on all their exports by the 
allied countries. But though other 
centers send their wares in this line, 
yet there is something lacking—some- 
thing important. 
Paris for centuries has been the 
fashion center of the world, and, es- 
Pecially as regards the lace line, it 
has been looked to always to pro- 
duce and introduce the novelties. 
With the sound of hostile guns al- 
most within reach of-its portals, how- 
ever, it is not remarkable that the 
people’s minds were not directed to 
the creation of things artistic.

And Should Know What. Other 
_ Municipalities Here and Abroad ere 

Doing for the People. 

[Haverhill Gazette:] How many of 
the pupils in the public schools of 
any city have any considerable know- 
ledge of the municpal government 
which most directly affects their lives 
and their future? Or, for that mat- 
ter, of the country, state and national 
government under which they live? 

Frank I. Cohen, former master of 
works and councilor of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, before a university. settlement 
suild in New York a few days ago, 
said: 3 
“Citizenship of life. Why try to 
learn it from a book? Many schools 
use a daily press in their civics classe® 
in the city in which I was a represen- 
tative of the people for a number of 
years. Public libraries are doing good 
work In educating the young folks 
upon civic problems to a certain ex- 
tent, hut suppose I ask you all to go 
through an examination on what 
other cities here and abroad are.doing 
to solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment, the needs of municipal wash- 
houses, gas, electrical plants, non- 
party politics in civic affairs, condi- 
tions such as obtain in Glasgow, or 
your tramway car system, or the 
cause of depreciation in real estate 
and the city's duty to factors and 


‘\other important problems too numer- 


ous to mention. Would you pass? You 
would not.” 

If the same inquiry were put as 
to any city and to the pupils in its 
schools, like answer would have to be 
made. 

It may not be feasible to establish 
a course which will encovrage study, 
with care and intelligence, of the rela- 
tive systems of governing in different 
cities, but it would not be impossible 
to instruct the coming voter—and that 
applies to girls as well as boys—in 
the meaning of the local government

As Representative of His Ruler He 

May Turn his Back to the Court 

When Retiring from an Audience. 

{London Tit-Bits) A curious am- 
bassadorial privilege is that, when dis- 
missed from an audience with the sov- 
ereign to which he is accredJited, an 
ambassador may turn his back to the 
court. In this relation it should be 
added that an ambassador is the rep- 
resentative of his ruler, while a min- 
ister is the representative of his 
country. 

When the audience is concluded the 
ambassador abroad waits to be dis- 
missed by the sovereign. When dis- 
missed, the ambassador bows, retires 
three paces, bows again, retires three 
paces, bows a third time, turns on his 
heels and walks to the folding doors. 
But when the reigning sovereign is a 
woman @& more polite method is em- 
ployed. Not to turn his back would 
be to resign a privilege. The ambassa- 
dor therefore retires sideways. He 
keeps one side on the sovereign, and 
with the other manages to find the 
door. By this unique means he con- 
trives to show all politeness to 4a 
sovereign and at the same time retain 
his ambassadorial privilege in retiring. 

Another privilege of an ambassador 
abroad is that of being ushered into 
the royal presence through folding 
doors, both of which must be flung 
wide for him. No envoy save an am- 
bassador can claim this privilege, the 
greatest favor in this respect that can 
be shown any non-ambassadorial rep- 
resentative consisting in the opening 
to him of one door only. 

There is one privilege of the am- 
bassador, a privilege that sometimes 
occasions great inconvenience to the 
ruler, which consists of his right to 
demand admission to the sovereign by 
Gay or by night 


LONG RANGE SHOOTING, 


The Distance a Shot Can be Fired 
Depends Largely Upon the Eleva- 
tion of the Gun’s Muzzie. 
{Lesiie’s:] It is reported that the 
Germans have bombarded Dunkirk 
from behind their lines—22 miles 
away; the gun is believed to be a 12- 
inch naval weapon, throwing a shell 


of about 1000 pounds weight. This 
is quite credible, for the Germans 
have long been advocates of high- 


ao jangle fire—the only possible way in 


which such a great range could be 
covered, At the Falkland Islands 
battle the 8 1-4-ineli German 
threw ‘their shelis far beyond the 
range of the British 9.2-inch; for the 
latter were unable to elevate their 
guns above 15 degrees; the Germans 
could go as high as 30 degrees. And 
the Bluecher’s 8 1-4-inch guns in the 
North Sea battle were a similar reve- 
lation—-for the same reason. 

The distance a shot can be thrown 
depends, primarily, on two things— 
the velocity with which it leaves the 
muzzie and the angle of elevation 
above the horizontal. Other things 
affect it also, but these two are all- 
important. Of course, a light shell 
will lose its velocity quicker than a 
heavy one, for it has less stored-up 
energy to overcome the friction of the 
air. Temperature and the humidity 
of the air both have their effect. But 
the two great features are initial ve- 
locity and angle of elevation. 

Anyone who throws a ball knows 
that it is higher near the center of 
its flight than at either end. The 
farther it is thrown, the higher it 
is at the center. It was long ago 
found that any projectile, to reach 
a maximum range, must be thrown at 
about 45 degrees above the horizontal. 
This applies to a bageball as well as 
a 1000-pound shell. If it is thrown 
higher, it falls short in distance, for 
too much of our effort has ex- 


pended in giving it height. If

lower, gravitation pulls it to the 
ground before it has covered its maxi- 
mum Alistance. 

Another thing—the ball or shell 
falls at a greater angle than that with 
which it started. If it is thrown at 
45 degrees elevation, it will fall with 
nearer 60 degrees, because of the re- 
tarding effect of the atmospheric fric- 
tion. This friction is continually 
slowing up the projectile, and event- 
ually all but stops it. But meantime 
the action of gravitation is mulling 
it farther and farther downwards 
from itg initial path. The net result is 
to bring it to earth sooner than if 
the second half of its flight were the 
counterpart (reversed) of the first 
half. The German shell first men- 
tioned reached its highest point above 
the earth (about 7 miles) after it had 
traversed some 14 1-2 miles on its 
curved path through the air. The 13 
additional miles to its landing place 
brought it down “from the sky” at a 
very steep angle. In winging its 27 1-2 
miles of curved path it covered the 22 
miles on the earth’s surface or the 
distance from Fort Hamilton, at the 
Narrows of New York Harbor, to Yon- 
kers. And it ranged far higher than 
Mount Everest’s snow-capped crest— 
higher even than Mount Everest with 
Mount Washington piled on top. 

If the present United States 12-inch 
coast defense cuns could be given an 
angle of elevation of 45 degrees, this 
performance could be duplicated or 


even excelled. Unfortunately, however 


they can be elevated only to aome 16 
degrees, and cover about 14 miles. A 
new American coast defense gun is 
reported to be capable of throwing its 
shell over 31 miles, when the gun is 
at 45 degrees elevation. Though this 
is mere speculation, for the carriage 
for that elevation has never been built. 

The only high-grade heavy guns 
owned by the United States are the 
coast defense mortars, of which the 
latest 12-inch weapon has an extreme 
range of 19,000 yards or just under 
11 miles. 


Equality for Norwegian Women. 

{The Century:] The constitution 
of Norwegian society is utterly differ- 
ent to that of society in the most 


powerful ropean countries. Both 
the law and society regard woman as 
in every respect the equal of man. 
Women have the same civic rights 
as men and use them. At the last 
pariiamentary elections in 1913, 75 
per cent. of the women of the towns 
who had the right to vote used it; in- 
deed the proportion of women who 
did their duty as citizens and re- 
corded their votes was higher than 
that of men. 

All the higher professions are open 
to women, and at the present time 
the most important of the professors 
at the university is a woman, and the 
leading lawyer connected with the su- 


— 


preme tribunal is also a woman. 
The Norwegians refuse to tolerate 


‘ 


‘cheap female labor; if a woman does 
the same work as a man she gets 
the same pay. Society is equaly just. 
It does not apply one standard of 
morals to men and another to wom- 
en. Both are judged by the same 
standard and a girl does not lose 
her position in society for conduct 
which in other countries is blamed 
in a@ woman and condoned in a man. 

Some Norwegian couples prefer to 
contract free unions instead. of legal 
marriages, and now that the influence 
of Lutheranism on the life of the 
country is virtually dead, society does 
not look at such unions askance. In 
a country where everybody works 
there is little opportunity for the de- 
velopment of crimes passionels, so, 
if a couple finds that they have made 
a mistake and that life in common 
is too difficult, they just part without 
q and build up their lives 
anew. |

tween the men and women of Norway 
are, I am convinced, largely due to 
the fact that they are educated to- 
gether at school and in the university.

ERASING SCARS OF WAR. 


In France and Germany Crops 
are Already Showing and Every 
Available Acre is Being Cultivated, 
{Cleveland Plain Dealer:] Last 


September the German army, driving 
toward Paris, advanced as far as 
the Marne. Nearly every furlong of 
the way was hotly contested. The 
advance was one continuous 
struggle and it culminated in the vVio- 
lent battle along the Marne. 

When the Germans reti and the 
tide of war ebbed back the Aisne, 
a zone of devastation many miles in 
width remained. Farmhouses were 
in ruins, villages were destroyed. 
The autumn fields were gitted and 
riven. Throughout the winter the 
region was a wilderness. 

Now, a little more than half a year 
Since its devastation, the land is 
turning green again. The scars of 
war are being obliterated. The old 
men of the peasant class, assisted by 
women and young girls, have ‘culti- 
vated every available square foot of 
the fire-swept region. Crops are al- 
ready showing. Spring wheat an 
inch or two high covers thousands 
of acres. The very trenches are 
filled in and plowed over. Tempo- 
rary structures are being built. 
From the area of devastation will 
come abundance of food, both for the 
soldiers further north and east, and 
for the men and women who have 
stayed at home to do the necessary 
work. 

With the exception of East Prus- 
sia, no part of Germany has actual- 
ly suffered from the ravages of war. 
Yet Germany has set the example of 
utilizing every idle bit of ground. 
The railroad right of way will bring 
forth abundant crops; the hitherto 
waste places by the roadside will add 
their little to the harvester’s total. 
France has merely been following 
Germany’s lead, but the French work 
is being done on a larger scale, ior 
France has her war-made desert to 
work upon. 

The spring of 1915 will perhaps 
be remembered as the evilest season 
of Europe’s history. In such a sea- 
son the old men and girls who are 
alding nature to erase the marks of 
war’s horror make an agreeable pic- 
ture, very bright by violent contrast. 


When It Rains Frogs. . 
[London Chronicle:] A_ rain of 
frogs, such as has occurred at Gib- 
raltar, causes no wild theories of 
aerial generation now. Everybody 
knows that they come from a neigh- 
boring lake. In Italy, where these 
showers are fairly common, the aerial 
explanation was long popular.

Redi, who dissected some of the frogs 
and found herbs and other half-di- 
gested food in their stomachs. He 
triumphantly asked whether. even if 
nature produced frogs in the clouds, 
it was reasonable to imagine that she 
also went to the trouble of growing 
celestial grass for them to feed upon. 
But there are still parts of Europe 
in which a rain of “blood” (water 
tinged by minute red creatures) would 
cause panic in this time of wholesale 
bloodshed.

FEW years ago practically all the 
wordsmiths of England were beating 
out denunciatory editorials on Rus- 
sia. Kipling warned the nation against the 
“bear that walks like a man.” Jobn Bull 
and Uncle Samuel divided interest at bréak- 
fast between marmalade, buckwheat cakes 
and detailed dispatches in the morning's 
papers of how Cossacks had butchered in- 
nocent civilians on the evening before. 
Russia was anathema; barbarous, weighted 
‘with a militarism now ascribed to Ger- 
many, and its government defined as abso- 
lutism tempered with assassination. 
Volte-face! Russia as England's 
vrought a change quickly felt in the shops 
of the wordsmiths. Stephen Graham, well 
known for his studies of Russia, writing 
for the British public on‘ the war, empha- 
sized the “kindliness” shown by the Cos- 
gacks toward the populace. Perhaps it is 


true, but how strange. 


However, Dr. C. C. Young, in his “Abused 
Russia,” cannot be classed with those who, 


| for loyalty to Albion, discovered unsus- 


pected virtues In Russia. He is presumably 
an American citizen, though born in Russia. 
His book is the result of a recent tour of 
that country when, according to dedication 
and preface, he received such exceptional 
courtesies from high Russian officials as 
induce the suspicion that the officials must 
have been rather certain of the vein in 
which the doctor. would subsequently pre- 
sent his investigations to the world. 

This is in no sense an imputation of the 
doctor’s veracity-—-merely ga tribute to the 
proverbial astuteness of the Ruasian of- 
ficial. 

Dr, Young says it is “an abominable lie” 
that the Russian Jew is persecuted because 
of his religious belief; but that the Jew is 
hated because of his avarice, slyness, com- 
mercial success not always attained legiti- 
mately. In fact, Dr. Young pictures the 
Russian Jew, restricted as he is, as a some- 
thing of a commercial mosquito growing 
fat despite the well-nigh imperial efforts to 
crush him. 

We hear that the Odessa atrocities were 
largely the reports of an anarchistic Jewish 
society bent on stirring up hatred against 
Russia. Also that intelligent Russians be- 
Heve the United States is a terrible coun- 
try because negroes are lynched and 
at the stake. 

ed as saying, “should no e 
for these horrible lynehings—‘of 
which we read pages and pages—why do 
you Americans hold our gracious Emperor 
responsible for the deeds of criminals— 
deeds which often make us blush for our 
eountry—and this when your own United 
States seem to have their share of the law- 
less and unrestrained?" 

Dr. Young says that Russia is rapidly 
emerging from superstition and ignorance; 
education is widespread; the peasants are 
good people whose curse has been drink. 

In “Russia's Gift to the World” may be 
encountered a belated effort on the part 
of Englishmen to give the Slavic race a 
ietle credit in art, music, science and lit- 
erature. The war is undoubtedly the occa- 
sion for this laudatory pamphiet, prepara- 
tion of which, Mr, Mackall says,-was as- 
sisted by Gilbert Murray, Granville Barker, 
Sir F. W. Dyson, F.R.S. (Astronomer Roy- 
al.) and almost a score of other prominent 
men. The purpose is specifically to des- 
ignate the greatest of Russians whose work 
and record is a refutation of the Germanic 


claim that Russia is purely a barbarous 


country. A few years ago England was 
claiming, and proving, that very same thing. 

“The Russian Problem” is by Paul Vino- 
gradoff, F.B.A., Corpus professor of juris- 
prudence in the University of Oxford, some- 
time professor of history in the University 
of Moscow, 

Prof. Vinogradoff is a political exile who, 
as he points out, is not likely to be kindly 
disposed toward the autocracy at the head 
of his country’s government, and one es- 
say—a sharp one, too—is devoted to show- 
ing in how many respects Germany is in- 
debted to Russia, and how, especially for 
military assistance, Germany has often 
made public acknowledgment of the friend- 
ship.

RUSSIAN TRIBUTE TO BELGIUM. 

sO 
NYONE familiar with the work of An- 
dreyev, and with the chronicled atroci- 
ties of. Belgium, ts likely to feel that 
the Russian dramatist, who, however, 
achieved notable effects with moderate, un- 
stressed presentations (particularly in “The 
Life of Man”) hag been too tranquil in de- 

picting “The Sorrows of Belgium.” 

In contradistinction to the usual vehe- 
mence of the Slavic writers, heaping climax 
on climax and emblazirig the whole with 
a furious intensity, Andreyev—even with 
that theme which has shaken lethargic 
lishmen and dull, immature-voiced American 
poets into strident vocalization of Belgium's 
sorrows——is calm through the whole of the 
six scenes. 

The war is kept at arm's length; the 
tramping of the soldiers is heard at a dis- 
tance; the amoke of the burning villages is 
seen; refugees come in; the men prepare to 
join their commands, 

It is through the household of Emi! Gre- 


‘lieu, a famous Belgian author, that the sor- 


rows of Belgium are reflected. The play 
opens with an old gardener puttering amid 
his flowers, incredulously scolding those 
who say the Prussians have invaded Bel- 
gium. It closes with the family driven into 
the highway and fleeing for refuge, after 
‘the home end grounds had been opened to 
the wounded and refugees. 3 

It ig rather surprising to find Emil Grelieu, 


| when his country is being ravaged on all 


sides, requesting his son, a physician, to 
examine him and see if he is fit to fight. 
He says: “I must not burden our little 
army with a single superfluous sick or weak 
man.” 
More typical of the Belgians of whom the 
news accounts have been concerned is the 
doddering gardener who doesn't worry about 
his own allments, but takes ammunition 
and goes gunning for Prussians; and the 
old man who borrows bullets from soldiers 
and goes out to kill, saying: ‘Tf only one 
Prussian bullet will strike me, it means 
Prussians will have one bullet 
less,” 


One especially effective scene is that re- 
porting the conversation of the refugees 
huddled in the garden watching the alarm- 
ing redness that has covered the skies; 
and another, and the only really dramatic 
scene, is at the house occupied by the Ger- 
man staff when the dykes are destroyed. 
But as a play—it is not a play at all con-

Gorky, like many uneducated men of 
power, loves to moralize, to discugs life 
and its meanings. He is at times veritably 
sophomoric in this respect. Long speeches 
are put into the mouths of his characters, 
who forthwith spout the most dreary com- 
monplaces about destiny, luck, birth and 
death. The strength of the play lies in 
its tation of character. Charactert- 
zation, with a slender thread of narrative, 
no effective ‘curtains,’ comprises the ma- 
terial of this vivid experiment. Neverthe- 
less, it burns the memory because of its 
shocking candor and pity-breeding truths.” 

The scenes are placed in the filthy lodg- 
ing-house—an eddy where jetsam is caught 
and held for a night or so—in which are 
gathered men and women commonly re- 
ferred to as the dregs of society. The plot 
is insignificant: The wife of the lodging- 
house keeper loves a thief and is jealous 
of her sister. . 

As Mr. Huneker says, the strength of 
the play lies in its presentation of char- 
acter. The prostitute prattling of her 
early romances; the baron boasting of his 
golden days; the actor remembering ap- 
plause and forgetting the lines that brought 
it; old Luka, garrulous, trouble-breeding, 
well-intentioned—and others, many others, 
drinking, squabbling, fighting. And when 
the braw] is at its height, Anna, beaten into 
consumption by her husband ,the locksmith, 
escapes through the only portal of refuge 
possible for folk in this degree of wretch- 
edness, 

But the narrative quality is not without 
its sustained interest. A climax of unusual 
strength is reached in the third act when 
Anna, the lodging-house keeper's wife, 
sends her sister and her own erstwhile

Mr. Hopkins in his introduction speaks 
of a resemblance between “Submerged” or 


written: “For years I have searched for. 


“Nachtasyl” and “The Passing of the Third 
Floor Back.” But Luka, the pilgrim of

some Werle in Ibsen’s “The Wild Duck.”

PRE-EMINENT TENNIS BOOK. 


TENNIS ASI PLAY IT. By Maurice McLoughiin. 
George H. Doran Company. New York. 


AURICE M’'LOUGHLIN, the darling 
M of the tennis world, has written a 

unique, splendid book on that most 
popular of games—written it in a personal, 
chatty, intimate manner, telling us exactly 
how he does it, yet so modestly withal, that 
there isn’t a suggestion of swank. 

It is clever to write so many “I's” and re- 
main delightful. He flatters us subtly by 
telling us that if we will but develop our 
natural gifts, it is the easiest thing in the 
world to be a McLoughlin. And he pays 
brilliantly technical compliments to all the 
great players of the world, whom he has 
known. As many of them are Californians, 
we have met them, too, and feel a personal 
satisfaction in their prowess. The illustra- 
tions are both effective and edifying, care- 
fully selected to show each of the great 
ones in their most brilliant strokes—Tom 
Bundy doing his famous American twist 
service, T. R. Pell doing his celebrated 
back-hand stroke, Beals Wright as .the arch- 
smasher, and a gallant tribute to May Sutton 
and Hazel Hotchkiss as unique exponents of 
the game, even surpassing the men in some 
departments. 

Such a book was needed, badly needed, for 
in the last few years old standards have 


. been relegated to the out-of-date and dras- 


tically new methods of service-a more in- 
tense speeding up all the way round, has 
taken place. The game has been meta- 
morphosed out of all knowledge and no great 
tennis player has contributed a book on the 
subject for some years. Those by Wrenn 
and Doherty were the latest to appear and, 
as McLoughlin says, even those appeared on 
the scenes while he was yet a tyro—and he 
himself bas been responsible for many of 
the newer methods. 

But eur young tennis author himself does 
not lay much store by book tennis. He does 
not pretend that one can learn the game in 
an arm chair. Read your books, then for- 
get them. Play, play, play, and never be 
satisfied with your game—that is the sum 
total of his advice. But in telling how he 
did it, he encourages us to renewed efforts, 


opens our eyes to greater possibilities. 


Even the subject of dress is not over 
looked. Norman Brookes of Australia still 
plays with long sleeves, high collar and a 
hat. McLoughlin plays hatless, with short 
sleeves and decollete neck, which he de 
clares is far more comfortable. When May 
Sutton first went to England she created a 
sensation with her short skirts, her elbow 
sleeves, her free neck-—-and she won the 
world’s championship. 

Mchoughlin closes with some inside infor- 
mation on many of the great matches in 
which he has figured, and it is safe to say 
it will prove even more popular with the 
veterans of the game than to those begin- 
we — it professes to be addressed.

OYS have libraries for their benefit on 
B woodcraft, camping, the sport of the 

open fields and forests. Perhaps for 
the same reason that a “woman's place is 
in her home,” few authors have taken the 
trouble to encourage girls to leave the 
boudoir. However, Lina Beard and Adelia 
B. Beard—sisters of Dan Beard of “the” 
Dan Beard—have several books encourag- 
ing girls to shorten their skirts, redden 
their blood and hit the trail. 

The latest of these is “On the Trail: An 
Outdoor Book for Girle”—a text-book for 
campers, a pandect of wood lore, free 
elucidating the ‘esoteric woodcraft whic 
has been more or less tacitly considered 
the private property of Boy Scouts and 
young men; an esoteric knowledge which 
has made them proudly indispensable about 
the camp fire.

The cost of accident insurance for 
racing men is so high as to make it 
virtually prohibitive. Vital statistics 
‘In this line are still based on the 
hazards of many years ago. . 

At present, participants are com- 
pelled to waive, with their entry, any 
right to recover damages as the re-' 
sult of their competition. In the ab- 
sence of any organization representing 
their rights, drivers and mechanics 
conform invariably to this custom. 
As a result, injury has, in many cases, 
thrown the victim on his own re- 
sources for a long period during 
which he is without earning capacity. 
“My former team-mate, Joe Daw- 
son, hasn't been able to drive in a 
race since he was hurt at Indianapolis 
a year ago,” declares Harroun. “Two 
years ago, Jack Tower went to the 
‘hospital for a long stay. in similar 
circumstances. Both men are 
practically well again, and both were 
able to command good care, in which 
detail they were more fortunate than 
many other drivers and mechanics. 

“Any veteran racing man can name 
cases where men either died or re- 
main crippled today through their 
inability to pay for expert attention, 
after injury. In some cases, hospital 
expenses have been paid through «4 


mechanics.” 

The percentage suggested by Mr. 
Harroun should, in the belief of ex- 
perienced racing men, be ample to 
care for all hospital expenses. It

The Greatest "Festival in the Year 

and Observed in the Most Religious 

Manner by the People. 

[Washington Star:] Dr. Paul H. 
Zinkhan, American surgeon with the 
Red Cross unit in Kief, Ruasia, in a 
letter just received by his father, L. 
F. Zinkhan, superintendent of the 
Washington Asylum and jail, gives an 
interesting word picture of the Easter 
celebration and commentary on the 
general character of the people, in 
part, as follows: 

“Easter is a wonderful time in Rus- 
sia and I have seen sights in the last 
two days almost worth coming to 
Russia alone to see. Faster is the 
greatest festival of all the year; infi- 
nitely more so than Christmas, and it 
finds peculiar expression among the 
people. The Russians are religious and 
truly the spirit of Easter seems to be 
felt and realized among them. The 
common moujik, no matter what con- 
dition he may be in; no matter how 
éold the night, or how severe the 
storm, never passes the church but 
what he bares his head and crosses 
himself, 

“At 12 o'clock we drove out to the 
‘Larva,’ the oldest monastery and the 
richest in all Russia. Can you imagine 
a huge courtyard surrounded by a 
forty-foot wall and immense. covered

FOOD OF BIG GUNS. 


‘Grains of Powder are Large Round 
as Broomaticks and Three Inches 
Long, Regulated by Size of Gun. 
{London Tit-Bits:] The lady who 
tked at the country store for “powder” 
was met with the polite query, “Face, 
gun or flea?” The first and third varie- 
ties are still what they were of yore, 
but the gunpowder is really powder no 
longer, except when it is used for ihe 
manufacture of fireworks. That used 
for the modern high-power artillery is 
in the form of cylinders, sticks or 
blecks, some of them of considerable 


size. 

A single grain of the pewder, for 
instance, for the great sixteen-inch 
gun to be set up at Panama is as big 
round as a broomstick and _ three 
inches long. Germans make their pow- 
der in strips that look like thick tape. 
iogg 4 cut it off in lengths and tie it up 
in bundles which fit into the breeches 
of their big guns. The British powder 
ie made in lofig sticks which look like 
macaroni, without the large single 
hole, while the French powder 1 ks 
like flat pieces of chewing gum. 

The bigger the gun the bigger the 
grain of powder. For the rifles the men 
carry the grains are half as big as a 
pinhead; for the largest guns they are 
three inches long and three-quarters: 
of an tnch thick. Every grain is perfo- 
rateli lengthwise. Smal! grains have a 
single hole, while the larger sizes have 
seven. 

These holes regulate tn a wonderful 
}way the rapidity with which the pow- 


per all round the edge it will burn 
ard the center and the burning sur- 
anon will steadily decrease. If, however, 
you make a hole in the center of the 
paper and start the conflagration there 
the flame will steadily grow, and the 
most rapid burning will take place just 
before the fire has reached the outer 
edge, This is the exact principle which 
governs the angement of the perfo- 
ration in big-gun powder. The burning 
starts along the surface exposed by the 
perforations, and spreads always faster 
as the hole is enlarged, burning fastest 
at the instant it is consumed. 

It is not intended that the charge In 
big guns shall exhaust ite force in- 
stantly, says Mr. William Atherton Du- 
puy, writing on “Powder for the 
World’s Guns.” The beginning of the 
explosion starts Jhe projectile on its 
way. The explosion continues, and as 
the projectile gains speed the force be.- 
hind it continues to push. The powder 
is burning fastest and pushing hardest 
at the instant the projectile reaches 
the mouth of the gun. At that instant 
also it burns out and exhausts itself. 
Ite work its done. 

It is wonderful to reflect that gun- 
powder is almost pure cotton. It re- 
quires but little jugeling—ecientific 
juggling, to be sure—to convert the 
harmless crop of the cottonfield into 
the most effective of modern smoke- 
less powders. Those big grains of can- 
non powder which 1lo0k like pleces of 
stick candy are but cotton refined to 
this form and treated with nitrate. Al! 
| nations make their powder of the 
same materials, the only difference be- 
ng in the mechanical form the product

O'Toole proved a failure and 
the club, having got rid of several young 
players, was unable to rehabilitate for a 
season.

artistic and financial failure. 

Now, take the case of Ty Cobb, the 
greatest ballplayer in the world. To 
soothe the f ma he of minor league owners 
who had failed in another deal, the 
Detroit club consented to take young 
Cobb from the South Atlantic -League 
and try him out for $750. Since then this 
$750 player has drawn into the gates of 
baseball more than $1 000,000 and today 
is paid a salary close to $15,000.

Dick Kinsella, the Star Scout 


has never won a pennant —is the Cincinnati Reds. 
And, yet, the Cincinnati Reds undoubtedly have spent 
more money than any club in either league to get a 
winning combination. 

The New York Giants, practically as successful as 
the Philadelphia Athletics, have spent no more money 
than have the St. Louis Cardinals, an almost chronic 
tailender. 

On the Boston Braves, winners of the National 
League pennant last season, and who broke all records 
‘by winning the world’s championship in four straight 
games, ho more money was spent to develop a premier 
club than had been spent on it as a financial failure 
floundering in the second division in years gone by. 

“But,” the fan may ask, “why is it? It isn’t all 
luck?” 

No, it isn’t. It is either mismanagement or the 
inability of the scouts to pick out good material from 
the minor leagues. The question of management is 
secondary. Most any manager can succeed with a 
good ¢eam, but it takes a genius to drive a bad machine 


‘to success. Naturally, then, it comes down to the 


question of scouting, and, personally, I believe that 
is the crux. 

For the information of the unitiated it might be 
= that the scout is a man, usually a former 

lplayer, who is employed at a regular salary to 
travel around the minor leagues, watch the players 
and secure, by purchase or draft, those who, in his 
opinion, will e good in the big leagues. 

Every fan is a self appointed scout. He firmly be- 
lieves that he knows a good ballplayer when he sees 
one. That he does not is proved by the fact that even 
these professional scouts, men who certainly know 
more than the fan, do not get one good ballplayer out 
of ten selections. 

Last spring I saw, in the several training camps, 
more than two hundred of these recruits and out cf 
that number not more than twelve succeeded in mak- 
ing good on the regular major league teams. And 
mind you, last season was productive of more good 
youngsters than any similar period in the historv of 
the game!
